CONFLICTING REPORTS 
COME FROM RUSSIA 


LONDON, Nov. 13.—The Boishevi- 


ki claim a full and complete victory 
at Petragrad, according to wireless 
and cable dispatches received from 
the Russian capital this afternoon. 

Two proclamations, pridefully 
pointing to entire defeat of “Korni- 
loff’s and Kerensky's troops,” were 
received here, one signed by a colo- 
nel not identified and the second by 
Leon Trotsky, moving spirit of the 
Bolsheviki government. 

‘These victory claims came on the 
heels of cables, via Stockholm, in- 
dicating exactly opposite develop- 
ments. The Stockholm advices sata 
Kerensky’s forces had become “‘mas- 
ters of a portion of the city.” The 
Boisheviki, according to this version, 
were retiring to the headquarters in 
the Smolny institute. 

But little information trickled thru 
today, as to conditions in Russia else- 
where fhan Petrograd, Moscow, and 
the big cities. At Odessa the popu- 
lation was said te be bewildered at 
the rapid changes. A commiittee was 
‘ --* @-rmed to co-operate with the 
Bolsheviki government, but the peas- 
ants’ conference promptly passed @ 
resolution opposing all control.
